WF all Circumſtances that affect the Mind of Man with Compaſſion, 
no one ſeems to touch it ſo nearly as the ſeeing our Fellow-Crea- 
ROWE) B tures labouring with Diſeaſes, and even periſhing under them, for 
BS want of proper and timely Aſſiſtance. For who, that is not per- 
ee fedtly ſavage in Nature, can paſs regardleſs by thoſe Numbers of 
miſerable Objects, who daily preſent themſelves to us, and whoſe various Diſ- 
eaſes (were all other Motives ſilent) would be as ſo many Tongues, which at 
once ſpeak their own Anguiſh, and excite our Pity; and which is conſiderably 
enhanced, by this melancholly Reflection, that thoſe who do not expoſe 
themſelves to move it, are many more than thoſe that do. N 
Now whether we conſider ſuch unhappy Creatures in a political or a chari- 


table View, they certainly have a Claim to our Favour and Concern ; for as 


much as the Wealthy and Superior Part of the 828 owe their Happi- 

art of it. Is it not 

juſt then, that either from Intereſt, or Gratitude, They ſhould be ſupported 
and relieved, from whom, in reality, we ourſelves are ſupported ? | 

Theſe Conſiderations have been the Foundation of Hoſpitals in all civilized 

Nations. And as the Characteriſtic of the Engliſb is to be more humane and 

beneficent, ſo have we more of them, and thoſe better regulated, than in any 


other Country whatſoever. 


Some there are that have been noble endowed and graciouſly given by our 


Pious and Charitable Kincs; others of more modern Inſtitution, that have been 
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erected and ſupported by the generous and voluntary Subſcription of good and 


well-diſpoſed People. Nay, it is incredible with what Eagerneſs and Alacrity 
all Ranks have joined in this good and valuable Work, as Sz. George's Hoſpital 


and the Infirmary, do ſufficjently teſtify. But all theſe Foundations are by Ex- 
perience known to be by no means adequate to the Numbers that ſeek Aſſi- 
ſtance from them, and for want of which (as they can take in no more Pa- 
tients than they have Beds, or give Medicine, with the needful Advice, to 
more than what their Income Br that purpoſe will allow) many poor Crea- 
tures muſt be unavaidably loſt. It is with great Concern ſeveralgworthy Gen-
